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Bicentennial 


Happy  Birthday,  America.  You've  come  a  long,  long  way.  In  April  of  this  year  you  celebrated  your 
200th  birthday  dating  from  the  Battle  of  Lexington  and  Concord  and  the  beginning  of  the  long  struggle 
for  human  freedom.  Some  of  those  years  were  bloody  with  wars,  others  throbbed  with  the  pulse  of  one 
of  history's  highest  human  adventures— the  quest  for  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

Through  half  of  that  history  Tech  has  played  a  part,  at  first  as  a  United  States  Arsenal  dating  from 
Civil  War  days.  The  grounds  served  as  an  army  post  and  a  supply  depot.  Soldiers  were  stationed  here 
during  Reconstruction  days,  and  on  until  the  Spanish-American  War. 

Then  in  1912,  the  arsenal  grounds  became  a  school  where  young  adults  prepare  themselves  to  play 
their  active  part  in  our  nations  day  to  day  life.  Through  the  years  Tech  has  won  repeated  recognition  in 
such  patriotic  projects  as  Freedom's  Foundation  and  the  Francis  Bellamy  Awards. 

The  nation  and  the  school  have  seen  a  lot  of  history  and  so  the  1975  Cannon  Yearbook  salutes  the 
bicentennial  year.  Happy  Birthday,  America,  and  congratulations,  Tech!  You've  come  a  long,  long  way. 
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And  what  could  be  more  appropriate  to  call  up  the  historic  years  than  an  almanac— a  typically 
American  production  since  1732  when  Benjamin  Franklin  introduced  POOR  RICHARD.  The  almanac 
is  an  old  fashioned  "compendium"  (collection)  of  odd  and  useful  information,  complete  with  important 
dates,  home  remedies  and  "did  you  know"  articles.  In  old  times  no  home  was  without  one.  It  is  probable 
that  Abraham  Lincoln  learned  to  read  with  an  almanac. 

During  the  years  when  Tech  was  an  arsenal,  James  Whitcomb  Riley  went  traveling  with  a  medicine 
show.  In  those  days  patent  medicines  like  liver  pills  and  stomach  bitters  advertised  their  remarkable 
cures  by  publishing  almanacs.  Later  James  Whitcomb  Riley  was  to  become  loved  as  the  Hoosier  Poet 
and  to  make  his  home  on  Lockerbie  Street,  within  walking  distance  of  Tech.  The  home  is  now  the  heart 
of  a  community  redevelopment  project. 

In  the  spirit  of  Tech's  part  in  the  bicentennial  observance,  the  Tech  almanac  is  presented  as  a  guide 
to  pleasant  living  and  happy  memories. 


Ghosts  relive 
Arsenal  days 

An  encampment  of  soldiers  on  Michi- 
gan Street  hardly  dreamed  that  a  century 
later  the  same  grounds  they  occupied 
would  echo  to  the  footsteps  of  Tech 
pupils  on  their  way  to  class. 

In  1865,  at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War, 
the  Arsenal  building  was  erected.  During 
the  Reconstruction  era,  others  followed. 
Soldiers  slept  in  the  Barracks;  sentries  and 
prisoners  occupied  the  Guard  House. 
From  his  home  in  the  West  Residence, 
the  commandant  directed  the  storing  of 
munitions  in  the  Magazine,  and  in  the 
Artillery  Building  (now  torn  down.)  The 
Barn  in  those  days  stored  cavalry  supplies. 

During  the  Spanish-American  War  the 
arsenal  was  witnessing  its  last  warlike 
years. 

In  1912  the  grounds  and  building 
became  Arsenal  Technical  High  School. 
Instead  of  the  bugle  calling  reveille,  bells 
were  to  summon  pupils  to  class  for  the 
next  sixty-odd  years. 


REMNANTS  of  the  old  days  still  speak  in  the 
ticking  of  the  Arsenal  clock.  The  Guard  House 
still  has  barred  cells  in  its  basement.  The  West 
Residence,  restored  last  summer,  holds  mystery 
in  its  circular  staircase,  and  the  Barn  still  stands.

Career  plans 
become  real 
at  center 


Did  you  know  that  there  is  a  program 
on  Tech  campus  so  unique  that  approxi- 
mately 130  students  from  other  schools 
are  attending  it?  Do  you  know  who  is 
responsible  for  the  planting  of  shrubs  and 
trees  on  campus?  No?  It's  the  IPS  Career 
Center.  This  program  offers  everything  in 
the  way  of  vocational  training  from  Cash- 
iering to  Welding. 

The  majority  of  students  began  as 
freshmen  with  Introduction  to  Industry 
in  which  they  take  six  weeks  of  each 
course;  metal  trades,  building  trades, 
printing,  drafting  and  automotive  trades.

ICT— Industrial  Cooperative  Training 
program  has  been  here  at  Tech  for  about 
16  years. 

ICT  has  an  enrollment  of  25  students 
for  the  school  year  74-75.  The  students 
are  employed  with  21  different  indus- 
tries, Eli  Lilly,  Naval  Avionics,  Commu- 
nity Hospital,  and  Morris  Plan,  to  name  a 
few.  Pupils  have  classes  during  the  day 
and  a  part-time  job  after  required  courses 
are  over.  This  is  a  daily  routine  for  the 
ICT  students.  So  you  see,  good  at- 
tendance is  a  necessity. 

The  ICT  Coordinator  contacts  dif- 
ferent businesses  to  see  if  they  would 
like  to  hire  a  training  student  from  Tech. 


If  the  business  accepts,  the  student  goes 
to  work  (as  Mr.  Holmes  likes  to  put  it) 
"to  earn  while  you  learn."  The  main 
purpose  of  the  job  is  not  only  to  earn 
money,  but  to  receive  training  in  an 
occupation  that  may  be  the  beginning  of 
the  student's  career. 

Mr.  Holmes,  who  is  the  sponsor  of 
this  program,  says  that  he  enjoys  working 
with  the  students.  Also,  he  puts  alot  of 
time  and  efforts  into  his  students  and 
their  work.  Not  only  do  the  ICT  students 
get  paid,  but  they  get  two  credits  per 
semester  or  four  per  year.

Dennis  J.  Watson  last  year  won  a  first 
place  award  in  the  Machine  Draftsman 
and  Engineer's  Contest.

The  award  is  given  annually  to  two  stu- 


dents from  Tech  by  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Architects.  The  two  students  go  to 
Ball  State  for  a  day  to  attend  special 
classes  and  lectures  to  improve  their 
drafting  skills. 

Interesting  field  trips  are  taken  in 
Architecture.  On  these  trips  two  students 
take  interviews  concerning  a  designated 
architectural  or  city-planning  project  in 
the  Indianapolis  area.

Tech  foundry  pupils  are 
occupied  with  reconstructing  some  of  the 
historic  pieces  which  cannot  be  replaced 
except  by  custom  work.  Such  a  project  is 
excellent  experience  for  metal  trades 
pupils,  many  of  whom  are  looking  for- 
ward to  jobs  in  industry. 

Any  Tech  pupil  interested  in  a  metal 
trades  job  should  consider  the  career  of  a 
machinist,  a  patternmaker,  a  welder,  a 
sheet  metal  worker  or  a  foundry  worker. 
All  these  trades  are  taught  at  Tech.  A  top 
machinist  has  learned  to  use  such  tools  as 
the  tracer  lathe  and  the  duplicating  mill. 

A  pattern  maker  produces  core  boxes, 
and  metal  patterns  from  intricate  layout, 
estimates  cost  and  studies  materials.  Indi- 
anapolis industry  now  reports  a  critical 
shortage  of  pattern  makers. 

Welding  covers  the  latest  development 
and  practice  including  acetylene  and  heli- 
arc.  Wages  are  very  good  in  this  skill. 

A  sheet  metal  worker  uses  both  hand 
and  machine  to'ols  on  copper,  brass,  steel 
and  tin.

After  35  years  of  teaching  at  Tech  and 
11  years  of  serving  as  head  of  Tech's 
Physical  Science  Department,  Mr.  Louis 
Allen  retired  last  year.  With  15  years  of 
experience  as  head  of  the  Biological 
Science  Department,  Mr.  John  Farley 
took  over  the  job. 

Not  only  did  Tech  obtain  a  new  De- 
partment head,  it  also  united  the  Science 
Department  for  the  first  year.  Tech  had 
been  the  only  school  in  the  city  with  a 
divided  Science  Department.  Mr.  Farley 
said  that  although  the  changeover  proved 
more  hectic  than  expected,  he  feels  that 
he  can  cope  with  the  job  satisfactorily.- 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  de- 
cline in  enrollment  and  two  of  the 
science  classes.  Advanced  Physics  and 
Advanced  Chemistry,  had  to  be  dropped 
from  those  offered.
